Trainer Bradfield’s Record- 
Breaking Feat — Wager Prof- 
its Not Taxable. 



Adrian Knox, chairman of the Australian Jockey 
Club, Iihs been appointed chief justice of the Federal 
High Court of New South Wales, Australia. Mr. 
Knox has Itecn an active owner for many years 
and lias raced two of the best horses in the Sydney 
district in Vavasour and Popinjay. He also took 
a leading |*art in drafting the present rules of Aus- 
tralia n racing. 

The new race stand at the Uiccnrton course. 
Christchurch. New Zealand, one of the liest organi- 
zations in tiie colonies, is to have moving side- 
walks to its up|*er floor. The new stand is to 
replace tile structure burned down some months 
ago . 

Koeently at the sitting of the taxation commis- 
sion tiie question arose as to whether money won 
by a witness by I totting on race horses was taxable 
as income. To test this question Reginald Allen, 
solicitor, stmtmaster and a lending member of the 
Australian Jockey Club committee. ap|tealed against 
the inclusion Itv the state income tax commissioners 
of a sum of $3,000 won by him by i tacking horses 
in 191V in the income derived by appellant from 
his business as a studmaster. Judge Scholes, in 
giving ids reserved judgment in Sydney, held that 
money won by casual betting was exempt from tax- 
ation. If appellant had carried on the “business 
of bettiug" his winnings would have been subject 
to taxation, but as appellant had only casually 
made bets like an ordinary member of the public 
his winnings were imp taxable. 

The feat of It. Rradfield in turning out from his 
stable the three placed horses in tiie Caulfield 
Cup lias never before ls»en accomplished in con- 
nection with an important race in Australia. There 
have been several cases of one stable providing the 
first and second— tiie Caulfield Cup of 1907. in 
which Poseidon just beat Apologue, both trained 
by the late 1. Earns haw; the Melbourne Cup of 
1897. in which Gatlins beat by a narrow margin 
The Grafter. Isitli trained by the late William For- 
rester, and the Melbourne Cup of 1900, in which 
Clean Sweep won from Malster. both trained by 
-lames Neobic, to mention but three instances. Sco- 
hie started four in that Melbourne Cup — Clean 
Sweep, Malster. La Carabine and The ltride — and 
they were all near the front coming to the home 
turn. La Carabine finishes! seventh and Tin* Bride 
a long way farther back. In the Victoria Derby of 
190H horses trained by Scohie ran first F. J. A., 
second Sweet Nell and fourth Emir. The most 
remarkable record of this kind, however, was in 
connection with a minor event — a nursery handicap 
— at Hoxeliill. X. S. W. t in 1891, when five lior-o-s 
were started from T. Pay ten's stable —Donation. 
Autonomy. Arquebus, Warpaint and Tiie Hector — - 
and they finished at the head of the field in that 
order. 

POSEIDON’S DOUBLE CUP VICTORY. 

The only horse that has succeeded in winning 
both the Caulfield Cup and Melbourne Cup is 
Poseidon, which as a three-year-old took the two 
events in 1906. His weight in the Caulfield Cup 
was 105 pounds ami in the Melbourne Cup 104 
jKiiinds. Lucknow won the Caulfield Cup 

under 11S |>oiiiids. He will have to carry 
120 in the Melbourne Cup. Five winners of the Caul- 
field Cup have been placed in tiie respective years 
in which they started in the Melbourne Cup, as 
the following return discloses;

Tiie strictly western stable of Jefferson Livingston showed a decided falling off in earnings this 
year in comparison with its racing income of 1918. Its return that year was $32,807. while its aggre- 
gate of 19J9 was only $20,371. In the course of the year twenty-four horses raced in Mr. Livingston’s 

colors, hut many of them were unproductive and have lieen passed into other ownerships. The stable 
lacked such a dciiendahle money gatherer as i,t liad when Colont 1 Vennie was racing in its colors. It had 
in Lillian Shaw a line and licet filly, but unluckily she went amiss after seeming to lie destined to 

play an important part in this year’s racing. Her victory over Milkmaid. Dancing Spray, Hellsolur, 

Paris Maid, Kegalo. Lackawanna, Looking t’p and Delico in the Kentucky Oaks was a clean cut perform- 
ance, achieved in the fastest time on record for that race, and scented to presage great things later on. 
Aside from this good (illy. Prince of Como. Starview and Major Parke were the stabie’s principal contribu- 
tors, each of the trio turning in more than $2,000. Starview was the only two-year-old in the stable 
which did anything worth while. She is a speedy filly, a good mu.l runner and may do well next year. 
A good many yearlings have been bought for the stable, and if hopes entertained for some of them 
prove correctly formed when the racing of next year arrives improvement in its earnings may Is* antici- 
pated. In the meantime its record this year is:

HIGHEST PRAISE FQR SIR BARTON KENTUCKY NET RACING VALUES 

Noted American Trainer Says He Is One of Best Nearly Four Million Dollars Given in Stakes and 
Three-Year-Olds Ever Seen in Any Country. Purees During Past Six Years. 



LATEST METROPOLITAN TURF GOSSIP 

NEW YORK. N. Y„ December 10.— John -T. Mo- 
Graw is back front Havana to attend to some 
baseball business. In speaking of the racing in 
Cuba MoGraw said the business was about one-third 
better than it was last year and still growing. “I 
am well satisfied witb the outlook," said McGraw, 
"and there Is no question that this will be the 
jreutest racing season Cuba ever bad." 



"Sir Barton is undoubtedly one of the highest 
class three-year-olds that lias ever shown in any 
country.” says one of the foremost of American 
trainers and as keen a judge of a horse as there is 
in this country today, iu a letter to Daily Raring 
Form, giving a brief resume of the year’s racing. 
Here is what he says; 

“As was predicted a year ago tiie J. K. L. Ross 
stable was easily the largest money winner on tiie 
American turf in 1919. However, the chief bread- 
winner or steak winner came from a rather un- 
looked for member of the Canadian sportsman's 
i stable. It is something unusual for a horse be- 
ginning as a three -year -old maiden to end tiie 
season the largest money winning individual of tiie 
year, as did Mir Barton. The Star Slioot colt is 
undoubtedly one of the highest class three-year- 
olds that has ever shown ill any country. What 
a pity it was that Sir Barton and Purchase did not 
meet last fall while both were at their best! It 
would surely have liecn a contest worth witnessing, 
and I for one would have had a ticket on Sir 
Barton. Of course Purchase iieat Sir Barton at 
Aqueduct; but the latter was in no condition and 
might better have been kept iu the stable. That 
the race was not a good one is proved by tiie fact 
that Hcrodias ran much faster the first part of 
tier race the same day, and Herodias was only 
ordinary. 

“It is well for the Ross stable that Sir Barton 
was a champion, for 'it needed such a horse to pay 
for the $75,000 trio— War Pennant. War Marvel and 
Motor Coi> — bought from A. K. Maeomber the lat- 
ter end of last season, for they won nothing worth 
mentioning, and also for the high priced yearlings 
bought at Saratoga, viz.. Royal Jester. $14,000, and 
Irish Dancer. $11,000. the half -brother to The 
Porter, both of which retired this fall as maidens. 

"Commander Ross is a liberal buyer and lias 
spent upward of $1,000,000 for horses and breeding 
farms the past few years. Has any one else spent 
half as much in racing lately? He paid $37,000 for 
a mure and foal last August, a record price in this 
country. I believe.- and also $25,000 for a yearling, 
and it has been some time since a yearling sold for 
that much over here. May his success continue. 

"Just at present it would appear that Man o' 
War has all the tliree-year-old events for next 
year at his mercy and John 1’. Grier seems to Ik* 
next best. Still, racing is a bit uncertain, and 
colts change from their two to three-year-old form. 

"The Futurity is generally considered tiie proof 
of greatness; bill what of the last two winners of 
it? Dunlio.vne, which won the big race last year, 
failed to win even a purse this year, while Papp. the 
Futurity winner of 1917. won but one race as a 
tliree-y'car-old and then only beat Poacher a nose 
in a luird drive. Exterminator, The Porter and 
Sunny Slotie showed no high class as two-year-olds, 
but they were among the liest three- year-olds to 
race last year, Joliren being the second largest 
money winner of the year and Exterminator third 
largest, only Eternal winning more than these two 

good horses. Omar Khayyam is another which did 

nothing great as a two-year-old. 

“Man o’ War is a great two-year-old and in a 
class with Colin and Sir Martin. Some hitherto 
unknown may furnish keen competition next year. 
Doniiaeonn should make a grand three-year-old. He 
looks the part and is bred well enough to do any- 
thing asked of him. I predict he will do bettor 

than bis stntdemate. On Watch, a good colt him- 

self.” 



COCHRAN HORSES TO BE SHIPPED SOUTH 

NEW YORK. X. Y.. December 10. — James Evans, 
who lias charge of the Gifford Cochran horses, will 
ship nine yearlings and the’ older horses Normandie. 
Ardito and Bersagliere to Aiken. S. C., in the near 
future. The most successful racing year Mr. Cocli- 
.ran ever had was when the horses received their 
early, preparation at Aiken while in the hands of 
William Midgley. He intends to try the same 
method again. 

From nil accounts the yearlings an* a fine col- 
lection. eight of them being bred at Mr. Cochran’s 
Kuunymede Farm at Mount Klsco. X. Y.. and are 
by his stallion Hi* Majesty, and the remaining 
one being a Klti Herbert colt. 



The ever- increasing prosperity of the Kentucky 
turf is indicated liy the tables below, showing tiie 
net values iu stake added money und actual purse 
values without entrance fees which have been paid 
out to owners racing over the four big tracks in tiie 
Blue Grass State for the past six seasons — 1914 to 
1919 inclusive. 

La Ionia witli its longer term of racing, of course, 
leads in the totals with $1,790,282, a daily average 
of $6,855.48. However, Churchill Downs’ daily aver- 
age is slightly higher, ticing $0,876.37, although its 
total is only $873,300. 

Prior to 1919 Hie four Kentucky tracks were 
ojierated by separate and distinct racing organiza- 
tions. lint early in the present year they were all 
purchased by the newly formed Kentucky Jockey 
Club. Under its jurisdiction racing was conducted 
at Lexington. Churchill Downs and Latonia, hut 
there were no meetings held at Douglas Park. The 
latter’s dates were divided between the other three 
tracks, and the horsemen lost nothing in the way of 
revenue by the elimination of Douglas Park, as con- 
siderably more money was distributed this year than 
any previous year. Here are the tables:

Kederis Win Two Races — 
Grundy Runs Poorly. 



IIAVAXA, Cuba. Decemlicr 10. — Following the 
procedure of former years the Cuba -American Jockey 
and Auto Club will conduct racing daily, including 
Mondays, at Oriental Park lieginning Sunday, De- 
ceniber 21, and continuing up to and including 
January 4. 1920. This covers the holiday season, 
which here in Cuba is observed to even a greater 
degree than in the States. It is the season oT 

rejoicing and festivities, anil since the introduction 
of racing on this island it has become one <>f the 
principal amusements of the Cubans during the holi- 
day season. Greater crowds than at any time dur- 
ing the winter are in attendance at Oriental Park, 
and with the wonderful prosperity prevailing here 
it. is expected that the crowds during tiie eoniing 
holiday season will be larger than in any previous 
year. 

Balmy, summerlike weather and the prospect of 
witnessing some of the same brand of interesting 
racing that delighted the big crowd of Tuesday, 
combined to attract an even larger attendanee to 
Oriental Park today. The sport started off iu 
the same manner that it ended yesterday, a nose 
finish bringing the spectators to their feet when 
Allah, the < verwhelming faVorite. just managed to 
heat out the fast closing Cuban-owned gelding Bed. 
The latter, carrying the colors of tiie Armonia sta- 
bile. was gaining with every stride and would have 
won in a few more yards. 

Nor did the exeitement stop here, for in the next 
race, just when it appeared as if Big Smoke was 
winning easily. B. E. Graham’s old campaigner 
Pierrot stepiied through on tin* inside and passed 
tiie leader iu the last eight li to score by a small 
margin. 

The Bahama Handicap, the main raeo of the day. 
furnished a d e rided u)>set in the unlookeil for 
defeat of Grimily, a warm favorite. The latter 
lacked his usual speed and ran last all the way. 
Hubbub set a fast pace from start to finish and 
held l.is opponents safe at all stages. 

The Ballot filly Sweet Alyssum ran a fine race 
to score in the third. She went to tin* front on the 
last turn, and though she hod a safe lead Lux took 
no chances and rode her out when the favorite. 
Circulate, made his bid. 

Motley made it a double for Williams Brothers 
and jockey J . Kederis when lie easily showed the 
way to those that opiaiscd him in the fourth race. 
Money displayed fine speed throughout and was 
never in danger. 

The colors of H. I'pman. a local hanker, were 
seen fur tin* first time today when Gilder started 
in tiie first race. W. McDaniel is training the colt 
fur the new owner. 

Grundy was on his had behavior this afternoon, 
refusing to extend himself despite Mountain's 
efforts. The horse appeared to sulk. His last few 
rai-es. which were run over a hard track, apparently 
made him sour. 



FAVORITES FAIL AT JEFFERSON PARK 

Youneed Finishes First in His Race, but Is Dis- 
qualified for Foul. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., December 10.— Although 
the track at Jefferson Park was muddy today, 
that did not datniien the ardor of tiie faithful fol- 
lowers of King Horse, and the big crowd present 
was repaid by various thrills, some none too pleas- 
ant for favorite backers. The first three nice* 
brought defeat for three heavily backed first choices 
when Bridge Player. Duke of Devonshire and Accel- 
erate were beaten by long priced horses in Hurri- 
gan’s Heir. Jack K. and Warlike. To cap tiie 
climax Youneed was disqualified for fouling Tick- 
lish after leading throughout iu his rare. 

The first upset rtf -the day came iu file opener, 
wlieu the odds-on favorite Bridge Player was 
easily taken into camp by Harrigau’s Heir. Tiie 
favorite found the going too much for her after 
setting the early pace and racing forwardly all tin* 
way she tired and was doing her best to save 
second place. Not so with Uarrigau’s Heir, the 
heavy track apparently being made to order for 
liim. as lie drew away into a big lead at the end. 
Mountain Grl was closing in fast on the favorite 
and would have been second in another stride or 
two. 

The talent found little to enthuse over iu the 
result of the second rare, for their selection, Duke 
of Devonshire finished among the outsiders, while 
the neglected Jack K. outstayed General iu a hot 
finish. 

Again the public was doomed to disappointment in 
tin* third race when they saw t lie lightly considered 
Warlike, with Robinson in the saddle, race 

Sweet Liberty into defeat and then draw away from 
Day of Peace when the latter challenged, while 
the favorite. Accelerate, barely got up for third 
place.

RACING FOES BUSY IN MARYLAND 



BALTIMORE. Mil., December 1(1. — Foes of race 
track lietting in Maryland have been looking up 
the possibilities of tiie referendum provided in tin* 
state constitution. Tin* inquiry lias been made iu 
view of the rc|M>rted plan of the race track owners 
to make a fight to enact a law creating a State 
Racing Commission, with the appendage of a high 
daily tax for tiie benefit of the state treasury. 

The referendum amendment provides that nearly 
everything except the liquor question eun be re- 
ferred back to the voter on petition. Though this 
provision lias been iu the constitution for several 
years it lias never been made use of by the oppo- 
nents of any law. It provides that the petitiou 
shall be filed before June 1 following the enactment 
of a measure, and that it shall be signed by not 
less than 10.000 voters if it is statewide in its 
application. Not more than half of tin* signers 
may come from Baltimore City or any other one 
political division of the state. 

It appears to he the belief of the race track foes 
that, even If the race track people can muster 
enough votes to pass a bill creating a State Racing 
Commission tiie majority of voters would be against 
It. because the effect of such law would be favor- 
able to the race track interests in that It would 
Improve their legal standing throughout the state.

Four Hundred Animals a Day the Bag of the 
Eighties. 

Dr. George Bird Grinnell. who in 1874 liecame 
natural history editor of Forest and Stream, and 
worked for that outdoor magazine for thirty-five 
years immediately after graduating from college, 
went west with a scientific expedition. 

Game was plentiful then, although the last elk 
had l>een killed in Pennsylvania and the last moose 
in New York. There were elk in Mirliigan and 
Iowa and west of the Missouri they were abundant. 
His first elk was killed less than ninety miles west 
of Omaha and vast numbers of antelope and buf- 
falo fed on the Nebraska plains. 

That first expedition lasted about three months 
and visits to the west repeated each year thereafter 
taught I)r. Grinnell much about that unexplored 
countrv. Then the plains were uninhabited except 
by Indians. It was long lie fore the days of the 
cattle and the cowIkiv. 

Many of the Indians wore hostile and the doctor 
early learned to lie prepared for an attack, which 
was quite certain never lo take place at the time 
when it was expected. A man's rifle was his con- 
stant companion and lie was safe only when con- 
stantly on the watch for signs of Indians. 

But there were friendly Indians too. One sum- 
mer Dr. Grinnell hunted with 4,<M8> Pawnees, who 
were looking for buffalo to get their winter supply 
of meat. Day after day the long train of women, 
children and old men moved over the prairie from 
camp to camp, while the active men were out pick- 
ing up straggling buffalo, elk. (leer, turkeys or 
other game. 

Telling of an Indian buffalo limit the other day 
I)r. Grinnell said: “When the far traveling scouts 
sent out to find buffalo brought in the word that a 
herd large enough for a surround had been seen, 
all got ready for the cliase. 

The best buffalo horses were caught and tied up. 
women sharpened their knives, men whetted their 
arrow |Hiiiits and the people were in a state of 
subdued excitement. 

The camp moved up near to the herd and when 
tile men went on to surround the buffalo the wo- 
men followed with their pack horses to bring in the 
meat. 

“One who lias ridden on a buffalo chase with a 
company of seven or eight hundred naked men. 
mounted on naked horses, will never forget that 
ride. 

“To his right and left along the broad front lie 
saw the line of beads of horses rhythmically lifting 
in their stride the smooth, brown bodies of the 
riders, sometimes touched by the sun, and their 
long hair streaming out behind and rising and fall- 
ing with the motion of the horses. 

"When the swift moving line had passed over 
the last ridge and come so near to the buffalo 
that these turned to run the signal for the charge 
was given, and cadi man was free to do his lies) . 

"Then came the belter skelter race through clouds 
of dust kicked up by many animals. Buffalo and 
Indians were on every side, and through the haze 
one and another dark rider was seen to push up 
close to the side of a fat cow. lean over, pierce 
her with an arrow that sank to the feather and 
then turn off toward another victim. Not a shot 
was heard, for no Indian had a gun. 

“That day 400 buffalo were slain, but tlie men 
and women who cut up and loaded these on the 
horses saved everything — meat, skins, marrow bones 
and intestines — for all the buffalo yielded was 
used. 

“In 1S74 Gen. Custer led his expedition to the 
Black Hills of Dakota and I was one of the natural- 
ists, and in 1875. with Col. Ludlow 1 first saw 
l lie wonders of the Yellowstone Park. On these 
trips much was seen of large game conditions in the 
untouched west. 

"While passing through Montana ill 1875 we en- 
countered frequent parties of skin hunters on whose 
wagons were lashed great stacks of the dried skins 
of elk. deer and antelope piled up as high as a load 
of hay.”

ROUNDING UP FISH PIRATES 

American Gunboat and Subchasers End Depredations 
Along the Pacific Coast. 

Recently the gunboat Marblehead, returning to 
San Francisco with a relief exjiedition which had 
gone north to fight all epidemic of influenza among 
the Alaska Indians, received hurry up orders to sail 
again for the north to combat organized gang.; of 
pirates, who were robbing on a most efficient scale 
the fish traps of the north Pacific. The Marble- 
head proceeded immediately to the vicinity of 
Juneau, to which place three naval subchasers and 
a squad. of volunteer ex-service men also were dis- 
putclied. War on the pirates along the const was 
Iwgiin, and within a week the thieves were rounded 
up. 

Pirates have been a menace to these fish trails for 
years. Fishing boats have brought down tales of 
their bold depredations all along the coast from the 
rim of the Arctic as far south as Ketchikan. It 
evidently is now the government's determination to 
end this piracy for once and ail time. 

The salmon runs begin early in July. The first 
run is followed by another around tlie middle of 
August. At every projection of tlie coast line a 
trap is located lo catch tlie silver horde as it 
swims with the Japanese current in search of suit- 
aide rivers in which to spawn. 

The salmon trap consists of poles or pilings driven 
in a line several hundred yards straight out into 
the water. At the outer end of tlie barrier, over 
which galvanized wire or cord netting is strung, 
is a series of pockets into which the salmon, seek- 
ing to swim round the hairier, enter and lose their 
way. From pocket to deeper pocket the fish dart, 
finaily entering a square inclosure through an aper- 
ture which from within appears as a part of the en- 
trapping wall. This last isieket, the one from 
which the fish are taken, is equipped with a bailing 
net. which rests on tlie bottom, and is raised regu- 
larly every day to clear tlie pocket. 

Because of the large number of traps along the 
const seldom more than one watchman can be 
maintained at each trap, and the bailing of tlie 
pocket is done by a boat and crew of men who 
have a string of a dozen to a score of traps to visit 
in the course of a day’s work. These isolated 

watchmen often fall easy prey to the brazen pirates, 
who. under the cover of darkness, steam up to a 
trap, overpower the watchman, lift the net and bail 
the pocket of its accumulated horde, then proceed 
to sea again, not to reappear until they find an 
opening for another "catch.”
